AND HEALTH 


Everyone desires to have a strong 
healthy body, but there are very few 
people who do not have at least one ail- 
ment that keeps them from being in per- 
fect bodily condition, 


Fundamentally the cause of all sick- 
ness and. disease is an unbalanced con- 
dition of the polarity of the body. All 
things in nature exist in manifestation, 
because of the presence of two polari- 
ties in all creations. When the posi- 
tive and negative polarities are in per- 
fect balance, it is impossible for the 
body to suffer the presence of the in- 
harmonious conditions of sickness and 
disease, 


You will note that I have made a 
differentiation between sickness and 
disease, Sickness ig primarily brought 
about by negative thinking. Disease is 
a condition brought about by outside 
influences or germs. Before a disease 
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germ can be propagated in the human body 
to such a degree that it will cause dis- 
ease, it must find an unbalanced con- 
dition of the polarities. Thus we can 
see that fundamentally all bodily sick- 
ness and disease are caused by the same 
thing, inharmony induced by wrong mental 
conditions, 


Most Doctors treat the symptoms as 
they appear, but the banishment of the 
symptoms does not strike at the root of 
the trouble. If the cause is not re- 
moved, the illness will reappear in an- 
other part of the body with an entirely 
new symptom, Until harmony and balance 
are restored new symptoms will appear as 
fast as others disappear. 


Repressed emotions are large fac- 
tors making for bodily inharmony. Can- 
cer is always caused. by repressed emo- 
tions, Some teachers say, ' repressed 
hate is the cause of cancer", but I have 
found that fear, hate, anger, self-pity 
and even love when repressed long enough, 
will cause the condition of inharmony 
that makes cancer possible. 


No deeply intense feeling should 
be repressed. One should seek means of 
safely expressing it before it becomes 
an inhibition. Any emotion that is re- 
pressed grows until it becomes a perma- 
nent sickness, 
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It is true that. imany times. we sup- 
press our feelings because of FEAR, Many 
people object to the word fear, but it 
is the only word that will fit, for we 
are all bound by fear in one form or an- 
other. We fear to doa certain thing 
because of what people will say; we are 
afraid to say what we think because of 
the fear that it will hurt someone's 
feelings; we are afraid to follow our 
inclinations and go home when we are 
bored, because we might be thought rude. 
We are constantly hedged in by conven- 
tions that inhibit us from following 
natural inclinations, so it is no wonder 
that our subjective mind is filled with 
repressions, 


One should never be afraid to ex- 
press himself naturally and quietly. 
One does not have to be rude to say or 
do what they feel. It is due to «the 
fear that most people have had that 
causes them finally, to go off balance 
when they do release a pent-up emotion. 


How often have we heard a person 
say, "If I don't. get ‘it off my chest, 
I'll explode." They mean that the res 
pression is more than the mind can stand. 
A continual holding in will bury it deep 
in the subjective mind, to cause a vi- 
cious, life destroying inhibitions. 
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Some people. have what +i called: 
imaginary ailments, but these are not 
really imaginary ailments. The mind is 
out of harmony or there would not be a 
mental condition causing the person .to 
assume that he is sick. Hence he is 
really sick. 


The basis of all mental-cures is 
the establishment of one's self-control, 
or the securing of mastery of the mind 
by the help of another. The very pres- 
ence of some people causes us to feel 
better physically and mentally. Such 
persons are in themselves -perfectly 
in polarity and induce a strong inclina- 
tion toward this state of balance in 
others, 


Development of the healing power 
is largely a matter of getting ourselves 
in the right conditions of mind, and 
willing: the mind and body to function in 
proper balance, 


It has been definitely proven that 
the body is so constituted that it can 
be brought entirely under the control 
of the will through the brain and nerv- 
ous systems. When we wish to move any 
part of the body, the first thing to do 
is WILL it. The basis of all mental 
healing starts in the same way, in the 
Willing of a condition of health.
